MESD to meet with agency 
over funds for pump station

GRANITE CITY — The Metro 
East Sanitary District will hold 
a theeting this week with repre- 
sentatives of the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers on the ility, of 
getting immediate help in fixing 
its North Pump Station in East 
St. Louis. 

The work would not change 
the need for a $31 million pro- 
gram to resolve groundwater 
and river flooding threats to 
western Madison and St. Clair 
counties, officials said. 

Located just north of the Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. Bridge, the 
North Pump Station protects the 
Quad Gity area from flooding. It 
currently is in ‘terrible condi- 
tion,’" MESD~<President Walter 
“Shang”? Greathouse said. 

The station was built in 
1935 — 27 years before the South 
Pump Station where a gate 
broke in October 1986, flooding a 
large portion of East St. Louis. 

During an MESD Board of 
Commissioners meeting Wednes- 
day, Comimissioner Dave Berg- 
field of Granite City suggested

WASHINGTON — Though U.S. Re Richard 
Durbin had more campaign cash stockpiled after 
elections than other Southern Illinois congressmen, 
his war chest was only slightly above average for 
an incumbent, according to a report issued this 
week by a citizens group. 

The survey, released by. Public Citizens’ Con- 
gress Watch, reported that even after the most 
recent elections, U.S. House members still had a 
total of over $67 million in campaign funds, or an 
average of $154,334. That amount marked a 39 per- 
cent rise aver the previous election cycle. 

Durbin, 20th District Democrat, had $181,923 in 
his campaign coffers as of Nov. 28, the study 
reported. 

Glendal Poshard, a newly-elected Democrat who 
represents the 22nd District, had $47,399. 

Jerry Costello, 21st District Democrat, 
$6,556 on hand, with a $75,000 debt. 

Costello spent large amounts of campaign funds, 
surviving four 1988 elections, two of which were 
relatively close :

Defense contractor su spended

WASHINGTON — The Navy 
on Jan. 12 indefinitely suspended 
a New York subsidiary of Emer- 
son Electric Co. from doing busi- 
ness with the federal govern- 
ment while legal proceedings are 
pending against the subsidiary. 

Hazeltine Corp. of Greenlawn, 
Long Island, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy charges the previous 
week and agreed to pay nearly 
$2 million in fines and court 
costs." 

The charges are part of the 
widening Pentagon procurement 
scandal dubbe ‘Operation Ill 
Wind” by federal investigators. 
Hazeltine is the third defense 
firm to be suspended in the case. 

The Pentagon suspended 
Hazeltine and former corporate 
officers Joseph Colarusso and 
Charles Furciniti, who pleaded 
guilty to charges of conspiracy 
to commit wire fraud and 
defraud the government. 

Federal investigators allege 
Colarusso and Furciniti obtained 
inside information on defense 
contracts from two consultants 








who had bribed a Navy contract- 
ing officer 

A spokesman for St. Louis- 
based Emerson said the unau- 
thorized actions by the two for. 
mer officers were related to a 
single U.S. Navy procurement 
for ‘Identification Friend or Foe 
CIFF) test equipment. That con- 
tract has not yet been awarded 
by the Navy. 


The company maintains the 
actions by Colarusso and Furcin- 
iti began before Emerson's 
December 1986 acquisition of 
Hazeltine and continued without 
the knowledge of Hazeltine or 
Emerson. Hazeltine has already 
taken steps to guard-against 
future incidents, the company 
said. 


“Hazeltine is actively discuss- 
ing with the Navy the steps 
needed to lift the Suspension in 
the shortest possible time,” a 
corporate statement said 


According to the statement, 
Hazeltine had 1988 revenues of 
$158 million, which is about 2.4 
percent of Emerson's total 1938 
revenues of $6.7 billion.

Gene Hagkman definitely not

Once upon a reel, when Gene 
Hackman was a kid back in 
Danville, Ill., the Screen Actors 
Guild was crowded with unbe- 
lievably handsome men and gor- 
geous women. 

In those days Hackman would 
attend Errol Flynn’s pictures 
and leave his seat convinced he 
could perform like the swash- 
buckler in every way — athleti- 
cally, intellectually, sexually 

But walking through the the- 
ater lobby and peeping at his 
reflection in the mirror jolted 
him back to reality: Hackman 
was not about to give Adonis a 
run for his money 

Even today, after forging a 
solid stage career on Broadway 
and ssarring in scores of hit 
films including ‘‘The French 
Connection,’’ ‘‘Target,’’ _‘‘Ehe 
Domino Principle,” “Bonnie and 
Clyde "' and. two “Superman” 
films, the balding, round-faced 
actor still seems as real as a 
dented fender and feels weird 
when he sees himself on. the 
sereen. 

When the elevator paused 
between floors in a Washington, 
D.C., hotel following the pre- 
miere of his latest picture ‘‘Mis- 
sissippi Burning,’’ a reporter 
wondered what Hackman might 
have done with his life had he 
not become an actor. 

“Nothin’ much,"’ he replied 
modestly. “‘Probably wound. up 
sellin’ shoes, workin’ in a Dan- 
ville drugstore or drivin’ a 
truck.”’ 

Hackman shares top billing 
“Mississippi Burning” with Wil- 
lem Dafoé. Both actors play FBI 
men with very different ideas 
about dealing with residents and 
the local cops in a small Missis- 
sippi town where the brutal mur- 
der of three civil rights workers 
occurred back in 1964. England’s 
Alan Parker directed. the film, 
which is fictional treatment of 
an actual event.

Fight against teen-age drug 
abuse won’t be won easily

BELLEVILLE — Alcohol and 
drug abuse is a problem which 
has invaded all segments of soci- 
ety: rich and poor, white and 
black, young and oid. It is not 
likely to be overcome easily. 

In recent years, there have 
been “Just say no’’ and other 
anti-drug messages designed to 
keep young people off drugs 
Yet, statistics show alcohol and 
drugs are being used more and 
more by children, and at youn- 
ger ages 

Are the campaigns ineffec- 
tive? Are parents depending too 
much on schools to lucate their 
children about drugs? Are law 
enforcement agencies doing 
enough? 

For the past several years, 
first lady Nancy Reagan warned 
America’s children of the dan- 
gers involved in using drugs, 
and asked them to “say no” to 
alcohol and other drugs 

But after hearing such mes 
sages, are kids acting on them? 
Have the campaigns been effec- 
tive? Qr is the enthusiasm 
shown by kids at anti-drug 
rallies misleading? 

The following statistics seem 
to show kids are still saying 
“yes" to drugs: 

*About 240,000 kids aged 12 to 
17 in Illinois have used marijua- 
na at least once. 

«About 2,400 12- and 13-year- 
olds have used cocaine at least 
once, says the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Alcohol and Substance 
Abuse (DASA). 

*The agency estimates almost 
30,000 Illinois kids aged 10 to 17 
suffer negative physical and psy- 
chological consequences from 
drug use every year. 

However, and it's a big howev- 
er, the statistics don’t tell the 
whole story, say experts who 
agree not ‘all the kids cited in 
these statistics are drug addicts 
or drug abusers. 

They agree that drinking a 
six-pack of beer or smoking one 
marijuana joint on one Saturday 
night doesn’t qualify as addic- 
tion 

But they warn that 
usage could 
addiction 

DASA defines ‘‘abuse"’ as the 
point where usage poses harm to 
the user or to others. The agen-

cy also says alcoholism, which 
many ple don’t think of as 
drug abuse, is just another way 
of saying ‘“‘hooked on drugs." 

Officials in education, law 
enforcement and drug education 
say anti-drug campaigns are just 
the first small step in the war on 
drugs. But the campaigns are 
working, and have kept thou- 
sands of kids off drugs, they sa: 

they've been our salvation 
said St. Clair County Sheriff 
Mear! Justus I believe the 
only thing we can do is to edu 
cate young people against the 
evil of drugs. 

The ‘“‘Just say no" clubs and 
similar organizations do provide 
reinforcement for kids who 
choose to stay drug free, said 
Ron Riegel, supeyintendent of 
Belleville School District 118 
But he says people shouldn't 
expect anti-drug campaigns to 
be a “quick fix.'” 

“It creates an environment 
where these kids can get togeth- 
er,’’ Riegel said. *‘What we need 
to'work on is that these groups 
become the norm rather than 
the exception 

“It’s going to take time, not 
just one year or one activity.” 

Riegel said no_school-spon- 
sored anti-drug effort can suc- 
ceed without the involvement cf 
parents — which, he says, is 
often lacking 

“There are too many parents 
who are counting on schools to 
get things done,” Riegel said 

William Atkins, director of 
DASA, said parents sometimes 
underestimate the influence they 
can have on their kids. 

“They mistakenly assume that 
peer pressure and other factors 
shape their children’s behavior 
aS much, or more, than they 
do,”’ Atkins said. ‘‘Parents are 
the single most effective deter- 
rent to drug abuse.”’ 

Atkins said anti-drug efforts 
have been very effective because 
they've raised awareness of the 
drug abuse problem, and 
because they've established pro- 
grams that stress involvement 
on the part of families and com- 
munity leaders. 

And though local groups, such 
as Belleville Parents In Action, 
have taken on that responsibili- 
ty, they often don’t get a lot of 
help, said Bill Coates, a counsel. 
or at Belleville East High School 


who is the founder of Life Sav- 
ers 

Life Savers is composed of 
students who have learned to 
help other students who have 
drug problems 

“I think people have the 
ostrich effect,"’ Coates said. ‘We 
put our heads in the sand and 
wait for our rear ends to be 
kicked in." 

When it comes to hitting kids 
with the message “don’t use 
drugs,"’ there’s no such thing as 
overkill, Coates said 


the message, the more they can 
understand ‘the méssage,”’ he 
said — 

‘They're going to be hearing 
it from teachers, ‘club sponsors, 
older kids and police."" 

But while repéated messages 
of ‘‘don’t use drugs’’ seem to 
work ‘on kids who haven't yet 
started to use them, they have 
alienated kids who are already 
users, said Anne Porter, head 
nurse of the psychiatric unit at 
Belleville Memorial Hospital. 

“They make more people 
covert with their drug use,"’ Por- 
ter said. “I think there needs to 
be an emphasis on treatment."’ 

Porter said anti-drug efforts 
have been improperly focused. 
She said kids who are already 
users and need treatment have 
been ignored, while groups 
instead have concentrated on 
protecting drug-free kids. 

Nancy Draper, a counselor 
with the Chemical Dependency... 
Unit at St. Elizabeth's Hospita) 
Belleville, has a different view, 
She says anti-drug efforts have 
brought users out of the closet. 

“I think people are getting~ 
into treatment sooner,” Draper 
said 

While officials may debate the 
effectiveness of anti-drug pro- 
grams, they agree the drug a 
problem would be much worse 8 
a society with no programs at 
all 

“The question is, 
have the programs, 
more rampant would 
said Corky Helms, a science 
teacher at Central Junior High 
School in Beileville. 

“It took us from time eternal 
to recognize that we had a prob- 
lem,” Riegel said. “Now we're 
going to need some time to. deal 
with the problem.”

“We still have extremely short 
subsoil moisture in Illinois and 
Missouri,’’ reports Gene Harris, 
an economist for Purina Mills, a 
maker of animal feeds. 


To ensure normal. crop-yields, 
“‘we need more than normal rain 
until spring” and then, at a min- 
imum, a summer with normal 
rainfail, he says 


“What happens weather-wise 
in 1989 is crucial. 

The projected rebound in farm 
income will help rural econo- 
mies, Harris says. - 

Economist Chris Varvares>-of 
Laurence H. Meyer and Associ- 
ates, predicts income will. climb 
from the drought-reduced $55 bil- 
lion in 1988 to $81 billion this 
year. 

“If farmers don’t have money, 
they don’t purchase things local- 
ly,” Harris says. “It certainly 
helps the local economies when 
farmers’ income is high."" 

A drought in Argentina is
